Privileges 
Revoked 
For  Awhile

In  a four-page  statement, 
read  at  Thursday  night's  Inter- 
Lorganization  Council  Penal 
Court  session,  Jerry  Kindred, 
chief  justice,  declared  the  Gold 
Bricker  social  unit  guilty  of 
four  counts  of  violation  of  the 
regulations  governing  the  con- 
duct of  social  units. 

The  unit  previously  had 
pleaded  guilty  to  three  counts — ■ 
interfering  with  classes  on  Feb. 
1,  failing  to  schedule  a goat- 
ride  on  Feb.  2,  and  holding  an 
initiation  activity  after  10  p.m. 
on  Feb.  2. 

A "NOT  GUILTY”  plea  was 
entered  on  the  fourth  count,  that 
of  staging  a public  display  in 
poor  taste  on  Jan.  31.  because 
Brickers  felt  "it  was  not  in  poor 

Sentence  pronounced  by  the 
court  was  the  "loss  of  all  rush- 
ing privileges  until  Autumn 
Quarter,  1957  (which  was  sus- 
pended) and  denial  of  all  social 
functions,  whether  on  campus  or 
, off,  including  Song  Fest.  Asscm- 
| bly,  and  Invitational  until  the 
beginning  of  Autumn  Quarter, 
1956  except  that  they  shall  be 
| allowed  to  hold  a weekly  busi- 
ness meeting  of  not  more  than 
one  and  a half  hours  in  length 
at  which  there  will  be  no  rec- 
| rcational  activities  and  at  which 
no  refreshments  will  be  served." 

THE  STATEMENT  made  clear 
that  "any  attempts  ...  to  cir- 
i cumvent  the  decree  of  this  court 
' will  be  considered  contempt.” 

The  suspension  of  the  rushing 
sentence  was  felt  advisable  by 
the  court  because  the  unit  sub- 
mitted a petition  which  "mani- 
fest an  intention  to  conduct  it- 
self within  the  limits  of  the 
established  regulations." 

In  reading  the  sentence.  Kin- 
dred said,  "It  is  the  unanimous 
opinion  of  this  court  that  the 
‘ willful  ad  deliberate  acts  of  the 
; Gold  Bricker  social  unit  herein 
charged  are  an  affront  to  the 
policies  and  purposes  of  the  Uni- 
versity and  jeopardize  the  good 
standings  of  the  social  units  and 
that  these  acts  were  committed 
in  violation  of  the  rules  estab- 
lished by  the  social  units  and 
the  University." 

"Yhe  GOLD  BRICKER  social 
unit  has  been  placed  on  its  hon- 
or to  abide  by  rules  governing 
, the  conduct,  of  social  units.  It 
had  an  active  voice  in  deter- 
mining what  many  of  these 
rules  should  be,”  the  statement 
read. 

The  charge  deemed  most  ser- 
ious by  the  court  was  the  sec- 
ond charge,  which  accused  tbe 
Brickers  of  failure  to  schedule 
the  unit  activity  wherein  the 
"goats”  were  taken  on  a oho 
way  ri^e. 

IN  SUMMING  up  the  reason- 
ing behind  the  decisions,  the 
court  said.  "With  respect  to  the 
fourth  charge  (poor  taste  ex- 
hibition). suffice  it  to  say  that, 
according  to  university  policy,  a 
' social  unit  initiation  is  to  be 
considered  the  private  affair  of 
the  unit  and  is  not  to  become 
public  display. 

"This  court  is  evidence  of  the 
trust  of  this  Administration  ev- 
en in  dealing  with  matters  of 
abuse  of  privilege,"  the  state- 
ment said. 

The  trial  for  the  Brickers  was 
held  Feb.  16. 

"THE  DELIBERATE  avoid- 
ance of  the  proper  scheduling 
i procedures  indicated  willful  in- 
I tent  to  carry  out  a function  at 
j a time  that  would  not  have  been 
approved  by  any  responsible  of- 
ficer of  this  University,”  the 
court  said.

Last  Friday  night  five  patients 
from  the  Utah  State  Hospital 
accompanied  by  some  Brigham 
Young  University  student  hur- 
ses  were  flatly  refused  admit- 
tance to  the  Vienna  Boys’  Choir 
Concert  by  a certain  dean  who 
threw  his  arms  in  the  air  and 
shouted,  “They  can’t  come  in! 
They  can’t  come  in!” 

Although  it  was  an  embar- 
assing  situation  for  the  nurses, 
we  were  mainly  concerned  ov- 
er the  harmful  effect  that  it  may 
have  had  upon  these  patients  by 
making  them  feel  that  they  were 
hostily  rejected;  perhaps  they 
could  not  accept  this  as  well  as 
a more  normal  person  could. 

We  would  have  appreciated 
an  explanation  as  to  the  reason 
for  refusal  to  the  concert,  had 
it  been  in  a more  quiet,  control- 
led manner  with  some  consider- 
ation for  these  patients. 

We  had  the  understanding 
that  these  patients  are  to  be 
accepted  at  BYU  activities  and 
that  we  had  permission  cleared 
through  both  the  hospital  and 
the  University  to  attend  this 
activity. 

We.  resent  the  fact  that  these 
patients  were  spoken  of  in  a 
manner  which  inferred  that  they 
lack  intelligence.  It  is.  true  that 
mental  illness  is  as  much  a dis- 
ease as  physical  illness  and 
should  be  treated  more  under- 
standingly,  and  maybe  the  gen- 
eral public  does  not  realize  this.

The  constitution  would  still 
provide  for  liasion,  but  it  would 
be  in  the  form  of  checks  and 
balances.  The  executive  branch 
would  have  veto  power  over 
the  legislature  but  depend  on 
the  legislature  for  laws  under 
which  the  executives  could  op- 
erate. 


However,  one  point  in  the  pro- 
posals seems  likely  to  provoke 
some  controversy.  It  may,  if 
adopted,  run  into  head-on  con- 
flict with  the  long-range  plan  of 
the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints  education  pro- 
gram to  build  a network  of  jun- 
ior -colleges  with  BYU  as  the 
kingpin,  largely  an  upper-div- 
ision institution.
